Concerning dependent claim 7 and 8: 

The features of claim 7 which have been introduced in claim 1 filed with letter dated 

23.10.2003 are known from EP-A-408095. This document discloses a depilation head 

exchanged with a detachable shaving unit. The combination of these features with the 

features of claim 1 can not provide for an inventive step. 

It can be mentioned that the movement of the motor is transmitted without any 

reduction gear, and that applying this teaching to a reciprocating cutter instead of a 

rotatable one can not be considered as involving an inventive step. 

The features of claim 8 are known from US-A-41 67060. If the man skilled in the art 

wants do drive a reciprocating cutter, he will find a solution in this document.
